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FCC Fines Oregon PILOT Trucking Center 


The FCC has proposed fining Pilot Travel Centers $125,000 for 
allegedly marketing unauthorized RF devices—specifically, 
transceivers labeled as Amateur Radio Service (ARS) equipment 
but intended for use on both Citizens Band and amateur 
frequencies. CB transmitters must receive FCC "type 
acceptance." The Notice of Apparent Liability asserts that Pilot =a 
continued to market CB transceivers labeled as amateur gear 
despite multiple citations and warnings.

LOWFER Experiments Continue With Success 


With no Amateur Radio low-frequency allocation in North America, stations operating under FCC Part 5 Experimental licenses 
in the US continue to research the nether regions of the radio spectrum. LF experimentation is occurring in the vicinity of 136 
kHz -- typically 135.7 to 137.8 kHz ~ where amateur allocations already exist elsewhere in the world. "Most of the new LF 
activity has been in the shared 137 kHz amateur allocation available in some parts of the world," says low-frequency 
experimenter Laurence Howell. KL1X/5, of Oklahoma. " Although not in the Amateur Radio Service, these Part 5 experimental 
stations continue to add to our knowledge on propagation and engineering. Howell has moved "reluctantly" to Bartlesville, 
Oklahoma and resumed his LF work from there on 137.7752 and 137.7756 kHz . He's reporting spectacular success from his new 
QTH. On October 28, New Zealand LFer Mike McAlevey, ZL4OL, copied WD2XDW's 137 kHz carrier over a path of more 
than 8000 miles at dusk in New Zealand. Howell believes the reception probably marked the first transpacific reception of a US 
generated signal. "The land mass between Oklahoma and the ocean was considered to be a large obstacle to long-range 
communications," Howells remarked, "but obviously not.” 
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OTVARC 5TH WEDNESDAY RADIO CONTEST - December 29, 2004 


Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 147.54 FM 
simplex. 
Cone Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, December 29, 2004 (8:00 — 9:00 PM PST). 
Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the January 12, 2005 OTVARC club meeting 
to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH by email or by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting February 9, 2005.
